Ken, Japan, 
Lt.C(rr.iandor in the' Jmaneso Navy, fomcr Adjutant 
to the Cori.nndant of the 23rd Special Naval Base 
at Hocassar, (in arrest) • 

In view of the order dated 10th Septunber 1947 and issued by tlic Prosecutor, 
subediting the case for trial by tlie Tcr^orary Court-rnrticvL at iiacassar, 
in tvhich order the accused iis charged: 

"That he, at itacassar as a subject ol’ the enery power J:'.prn, about tiio 
nonth of July 1945 tlieroforc in tine of war, caused about 216 Dutch, 

English and ^jrcrican prisoners of -./ar to be transported frora Mccasnar 
to Sourabaya imder very bad conoitioiu, at anyrate knowing t-.at sxuih 
a transport was taking place he took no :.’.e:i3uroa to prevent such, he, 
t-ie accused, liaving; » 

1, about JvfLy ol* tiiat year given orders in the P. o.W.ceijtp to the 
corr-.cndant of tie guard section Sub-lieutonant YAliAl^AKA A'iAO, to -.vo 
a nuinber of P. o, Vf.’s rcaay for transport to ajiother place: 

2, on a later date on tlie quay at lirxassar given YAli/JiAKA orders to 
ship the aforesaid ?. o.i7.'s on board on oil-tanlier belonging to the 
Japanese navy: 

3, rep^^ated the ordu-r tlie folloi/ing day at the sane place and to tlio 
soiie person; 

while all the tii‘.e the- accused knev or could re/jonably si^x'ose: 

a. that transport on an object of \r<x such .as an oil-tarkor a quarter 
filled wit;: petrol or o1i:er oil'-fuel, in a period of contirajous 
activity on the part of tlie .Jlied air and sea forces offered very 

little chaiae of- 
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little chance of aucccssj 


.b, liiat tlicre v.-ruj too little roon on board and tie F. o,*.7. *s had no 
opportunity of lyin^ doi.Ti; 

c, that insufficient food and drinic vmuld be ser\'ed out to the P. o.'i?. '3; 

d, tliat there v/as insufficient protection acainat the sun and against 
Y.T.V03 sYToeping the docks; 

as a result of vdiich circunstancea r.v3ntioned under b to c inclusive, a 
nuTiber of P. o. V/,' 3 beenne ill and one died shortly after arriving at 
Sourabaya; 

at anyrate, 

that accused, as a superior officer and adjutant to the ocaoiaandant of 
the 25rd Naval Base at Macassar, knov/ing, or v,iien ho nust reasonably 
have • . sunaLscd, under -.vhat conditions P.o,\7.'s were being transported 
by sea, took no noasurcs to prevent such; 

all of •.Aiich facts are contrary to the las/s and custaas of war. 

Bie accused having boon ordered to ajqjoar at 10 a.-» on V/edncsday,6tli 
October 1947, before tlie Terporary Court-martial at Ilacaasar, sitting in 
the Palace of JustLoc in the Juliann>/eg, iiaoossar. 

In view of the scanning of -the above order dated 6tli October 1947; 

In view of the demand read out by the Hrosecutor and then handed to 
the Court-martial, to the effect tha.t the Tenporary Court-martial at 
Macassar declca:e the accused 

HORIE KEKJU - 

guilty of the war crime.,: 

"Transporting of prisoners of v.-ar overseas in an unautixorisod way", 

and on that account sentence him to iir^^risonroent for the term of TiJENTI 
years, and shadl ordain tliat the costa of the tri.al be borne by the State, 

The accused having been lieard in his denial of the char.o; 

In vicx7 of what has been dealt v/ith at t .e sitting as has been recorded 
in ,the statement of tJie same; 

In view of the documviiLa iii tlie case insofar as use was made of then 
and they read out to and seen bybthe accvisod; 

In vio’.i* of that brougjxt fnrvTrxd in the d'jfenoo of t!xo accused by the 
latter's counsel; 

CONSIDErenG that at the sitting the statci.Tents streixgthened by oath 
nado during the general investigation by tlio vAtnessos P.Vi.KRCGEi^, J.C.vaix 
lERLJiD, i'UJ.MOL/iMBS, SHIBi’.TA lAECiCERO, 0T4 IWIORU, .i^Si^O, YOSHIDA 

TCSiIOI'e'iO and UCHIDA YOICHI , \:erc read ouv to and seen by the accused; 

CavSIDERUtG that at the sitting OSUGI MORIK/'^, vice-adi.iiral of the 
23 rd Special liaval Base at Uaoassnr at the time in question, './as heard iri 
person; 

COiISIDERDiti that three dGcui .er.ts mrcricud C ;aid G-bluc, being 
respectively the: 


1. Car..;an-dandi:v' ajxd- 
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1. Ccn-isjidin^ rjid systor. of tlic Tci^oroiy ccrxound in Iccosscx; 

2. Report of responsible persons of tho ToCTornry P, o,T7,c.'vq), liusassorj 
5. -Sunriory of ndninistration of Te:.^omry P. o.V/.corro, Ziocaosnr; 

\/ore rcoji out to and seen by the accused; 

CQ^SIDS3IIj& tint the foUov/inij I’nots have boon established by the above 
raxterial evidence; 

one day in JiOy 194.5 about 416 prisoners of \var, nainly sick nen and those 
recovering: fraa illness, bclonginc; to the P, o.V/^ann situated in tiie village 
of Ilariso, liaoassar, and dressed in khaki or at loast in dark clothing, 

■were brought to tho quay at Macassar and shipped in a. Japanese tanker of 
about 4000 tons naned tho "DAI l6 N^JiSIIK 1L\RU", -.vhich vrcs partially filled 
Tdth petrol. 

*vs tho ship was listins;, tliis becorains v/orse \hcn t»ie P.o.Y/. 's onbarked, 
orders •were given to disenbark*. aivi a.-tterpts were nade to right the ship, 
hhon this succeeded (the foUowinc day) about 216 P.o.W, *3 vrore again driven 
on board -tlic taiJior, a groim of about 200-250 Japanese soldiers and 
KSIHO's ^an auxiliary force cormosed of Japanese recruited in the 
N.E.I. and attached to the Japanese «nAy_7 ViMoh had r.«nnivhilo arri'ved on 
the quay having first boon enbarkod, Ihe P.o.V/, ‘s sat ti^tly pressed 
against oach other on deck and spent five jlays and nights like tills; nobody 
could lie down. The ship left ilacassar vdicn darloiess fell, ivas escorted 
ty t\7o Japanese destroyers and after five days zig-zagging along the 
Saloior-iladocra route arrived safely in the port of Sourabaya. Life on 
board ims a hell for the said P.o.V/, '3; they got half a ns.;g of drinking- 
water per day per person; •tho food v/as all r±{^t the first day but after 
that they had to live on 50 ships biscuits per day and on 4 to 5 dessert 
spoonfuls of sugar in the 5 days. In the daytiiae the deck was red-hot fren 
the heat, absolutely filthy wi'th pe trol mixed vdth lubricating oil, and if 
a breeze got up the v/aves dashed over the deck and everybody got dripping 
w'ct.Various P, o.Y7.'s i.’erc ill when they arrived at Sourabaya, among others 
OVSRHEEKE, van IERL,JD, PAUUDES, LESU’./Ei and Jlr.Ui, RIEVIBIE; Dr,IL‘*H13-UJ died 
ei^t days later in Sourabaya from a hoart-attack. All lodced terrible; 
several had svrollcn legs, faces, and especially lips, from tl\e se.a-wator. 

Dro Japanese on board had drinkins-v/atcr in abundance and washed -their 
faces in tea I 

Tho aforesaid 216 P, o,'./.' s sat on deck on a surface of about 70 
square metres with ijO x 45 cm. space per n:in; a machine-gun mcls mounted on 
the forecastle and there were 2 anti-aircraft guns on the bridge, Bie tanker 
\7as painted grey and had no markings of aiy sort to show tliat there \/orc 
P. o, V/, • s on board. Once close by Kadoera the Japanese ora\r took up their 
positions, obviously because danger threatened from -the air I 


Cn/SIDERIMO ■fchr.t it is a fact of general knov/lcdgc, thui’ofore not noeding 
ary apcoiol evidence, that the Allied air and subrm*ine activity, v/hich 
particularly from the beginning of 1945 increased in intensity each tir.ie, 
v/as so violent in the Indian archipelago that no Japanese ship dare venture 
to go to sea during tho day and only on moonless ni(^ts \/as there ary chance 
of sailing; 


CCJ^SIDSRIKG that the Court-riartirJ. knov/s from its cr,m Imowledgc tliat 
the 9th Australian Di-vision lairded on Takaran on 30th April 1945; that the 
sane division drove the Japanese fror. the oil port Balilqpapan on Ist July 
(see also "Do strijd in en rond den Stilien Oceoan (The, battle of -tJie 
i^ific Ocean), Lelboume 1945> H.E.I.publications service) and t!ao inship¬ 
ping at Macassar took place after the latter date as -the recused hir.iself 
also ackncrwledgcs, vAtJi the rosiilt that the Straits of IZacassar and tho 
Java sea v/orc svroming day and nirfit v/ith Allied botabers and long-distaixjc 
fir^ters, vAiich latter were p;a:ticularly dangerous to shnppi.Tg, -..liile iJJ-ied 
submarines •were operating, cspocitsUy by ni£j:t, round and beto.'eon Java, 
Sur.-,atra, Borneo and Celebes; 


COySIDERIilG f.'..at - 
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CdfSIDERIIIG that accuiod haa stated that ho ohoao the aofoat route for 
tlio tarJter, v.-hich ;.-ao the southci'n one via Solcicr and Iladocra, for tlircu 
reaoona; 

1. no oncriy sliipa had been ai^nalled on that route; 

2. landiivio had already igjijgn place at Balilroapan so that tlie ’planes 
v/orc l:ept busy tlic-re in addition there vrere several snail islands 

on t!iat southern route and 'planes never operated in tlic neif^ibourhood 
of such; 

3. tl’.ere v;ore several sirsoU islands rescue purposes in case tire 
ship \/as sunl:, as sub-asarines './ere sreatast danser near islands. 

COUSIDERIliG tlrat as against the above notives it can ir.v.ijdiatcly be 
objected; that the sigivalling of surface ships can bo i’ollo'..’cd '..iliiin 24 
hour.’? by ’tire signalling of battle fleets, as ’tire \mr at sea in -the Pacific 
has shovni innuieorablc tines (■vide anong others Adniral HALSEY's battle 
near the Strait of San Bernardino to •tlie north of Leyte, pac.20 of the 
publication already. Mentioned); that after tire Icardings at Balikpapan 
Macassar ’./as itself attacked ali.iost at once by fighters, tire attacks 
foUov/ing an infallible tine-table, ^ a.n,, 12 o'clock and 4 p.ir. (the 
Cour.t-nartial having personal knov.'lcd 2 C of this); and finally, according 
to the accused the islands route offered at anyrate equally disas’trous 
chances for •the ship as did the otlrer routes but did offer^’^°chanoo of 
sa'ving life for -tlrosc sailing it, rdriah hc./ever seens very problei.ratic to 
•the Court-nar-tial; 

CONSIDERIiJCJ -tlrat if tire ’tra.'rsfer of ■the P, o, 's fresr M.acassar to Java 
had ocoured in the interests of ■tlrcse prisoners and neccssi’ty cccipelled 
their being token by ship, ■tdion in tire juflgnent cd’ ■the Court ■this transfer 
by tanker vaisan unforgivable act as it certainly could not be cxpec’ted 
■that the Allies v;ould le-t a tanlcer pass rvithout botlrcr, and also ■tiro 
indication, sigjposing ■Krat there had been such, that P.o.'.', 's v;ere on 
board would in all probability not have r/ide the Allies hold back ei’tlier; 

CONSIDEnilKi tlrat whatever tire rights of tl'.e case '..Xire tlrere is no 
defending that fact that in Jtily 1945 P. o.V4's '..'ore carried in a sliip, and 
that a tankci', fror.-. llacossar to Sou^^abaya, for tire sole reason that if the 
Japanese autirorities v/ere afraid of“w..erici'er landing in Soutl'-Celebes- 
rightlyos it turned out later- the tranrifer of P, o.;/.'a fron tire ./ar 
zone to tire Toraija countries v.'ould have been fully possible and would have 
been safe in every respect; 

COilSIDERIIfG tlra.t fra.i waht happened elsewhere tliu Court-i.-artial thinks 
it nay assme that the object of tire P. o.W, 's being cajried off r/as to prevent 
their falling into ■tire hairds of the Allies, and ■tlrat tliis rust bo prevented 
at aiyr price, .'u? ■tile Jap-.uieso './ere afraid of revenge, especially on tlrij 
part of tlic Arroriems, v.hcn ±t ;m hcjird v.liat had happened in the P. o.W. 
carps; there being furtirer sufficient -.ovidence to slrow tlrat ■those P, o. .r, 's 
v^ro Y/ere still fit r/ould be taken './ith then to the front by ■the Jr-pajroso, 
to be used tliex'e by -tire Jrpaneso and fiifilly done away \/lth as soon t'.s tlrey 
•./ore of no furtiior use for r/ax operations; 

CONSIDERIl’lG tlrat it Must be stated bore ■tliat ■tlie Court-Martial does not 
consider it proved tliat -the accused can be nude responsible '..1th regard to 
the charge of hiaring kncf.m or suspected th-’.t insufficient food and drinl: 

•woul be given to tire P, o. ,i. 's on board tsie t-onkcr, seeing tliat this i/as the 
business of the .ship's captain lor ■die supply-service-; 

CO'.'SIDEIin.'G equally ■tliat the Court does not ju‘di-;c tliat erldonco has been 
produced shoi’.lng that Di'.KAIiT.-'Ail's d-;'.th \/as o, result of the circunstances 
charged under b. to d, inclusive, that under c. falling out as fax as 
rjocused is concerned as has been c /nsidurv-d above; 

COilSIDii^IliG ’tlir.t the nuc3ous of the oi.’.x.-.e '..111 noi/ be rerrio'wed, nancly 
diat the accused caused prisoners of i/ax tx bo transported in t!ie rsiy 


r~.ontioned. at- 
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L>.’ntionod, v.t di>l not qruvor.t tliis tr.''r.3pa:t. ho ijivon 

Lt, XCiili/JCA,, ca.v.u'uuUuit of tl’.o P. o. V, cnr^) runrd section, orders to hr.vo n 
nu:.;bcr of prisoners of '.rar ready for transport, as uell l\3 telco havinj 
jivon Lt.oi'ders on the quay-side tiiat t!;e said prisoners of v;ar 
raist ca:bark on the treikor; 

CQI'SIDEIlEl'jl that it has boon cstablisi'.od during: tee sittiii:; teat accused 
jjavo the said oi?ders, the accused hir^elf having also aclcnaledcjed teis; 

COs'SIDJSIiXi hovwver teat tee accused has advanced teat tliis order -..'as 
baaed on one fren hi^er up '.•hich he had to carry cut, he not bcins 
cQOTotcnt to alter or not to foUonT up this order; 

CQiJSIDERIKG that in this connection the accused has stated; 
the order to transport the prisoners of \/ar to Java on tee tanker''DaiI 16 
NiNSHIK MtRU" care frer. the naval oars-.andant at Sourtibaya; it v/as a 
telegraphic carder and in the telecran appeardd that ••teen tec "D/J! 16 liutSHIh’ 
IliRU" returned to Souraboya the fcllowinri raist go on her; 

1, nen of the 2nd Japanese arry; 

2, the so-called ilQENl group (P, o,W, 's fi*a.'. hoena); 

3, prisoners of vrar belongins to the Japanese navy at liccassar, if tecro 
was stiH place for then on board. 

It v/as said in the tclegran that a total of about 500 rjon. nnst go vltli 
the ship. This tolcgrar. was sent to the 102nd Naval Transport Section, 
Naecssar branch, the head of which v/as Oaptain IDE Y.‘iSUTA, 

The taiikcr belonged to the Japanese arry and cane imdor the orders of 
tee arry transport service of which Major OOAV/A was tee head, 

Vlth regard to tee tanker sailing vlte tlie object nontioned, accused 
had advised the oan.'.3ndajit of the Naval Base at Ilacass'u: te.-.t it v/as not 
dangerous. Ho had also not advised against teis transport because tee order 
• cane froci Sourabaya. Ko chose the safest route, iuancly tee southern ono 
via SalBior and and }£r.doora (see above), 

CONSIDERHC t-uat teis giving of advice on tee accused's part resulted 
fran his duties as head of sea trrvnsport, tee accused having the drplioatc 
function of; 

1, Adjutant to tee Naval Cocseandant; 

2, head of the sea transport section; 


CQNSIDZ8IKG that the accused has stated in detail v.iiat precisely cane 
under these functions, teis in short coning to,that as Adjutiuit he v/as the 
Naval Cor/aondant's rig^vt-hand, having also to carry out orders given by tlxc 
latter, and teat as Transport Officer he ha.'; an advisoiy role, particularj-y 
as regards routes to be foUov/ed by ships; therefore in both fuixjtions the 
accused could cake no independent decisions; 

C0IC3IDERING that tee coouaod gave further preciaiens about tecse functions, 
naively that as Adjutant he p.asoed on( or hinsclf took along) orders given 
by tee Naval Coxiandant, but could hl/aself ^dve no independent orders; and 
teat as Transport Officer he certainly did give advice which, as he v/as an 
expert navigation officer, v/as generally followed; but teat t!;e final 
decision as to vteethcr a ship was to sail or not, or Vi-as to sail another 
citso than teat he advised did not lie vdth hiri and so ho bore no responsibil¬ 
ity in the rntter; 

COI'JSIDEREG teat the Court is of opinion teat tlio recused is quite 
ri^t with regard to tee above, teis having been also confirr.’.el by v/itnoss 
OSUGI MORIKdZU, vicc-r.h ir.al and ca vrndmt of tee Macassex Naval Brojo; 

COIJSIDSaiNG thr.t cjccused's functions fell v/itliin t!ie Naval hier-aruby 
and this being so a superior in rrj-i: bool in tiveory uere po./ers than .an 
inferior; 


Cd^SIDid^IC- ho.yevcr- 
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CONSIUiiKIlv& however that in praetioo thio htorarchy tcleratOil exoeptions, 
bein:; ccn^pellod thereto - espeoinlly trLtla war eperations - bc-cauao it has 
been shorm, particularly in the present vair, that personal initiative is 
necessary even on the part cf the.ordinary soldier or sailer, it boin-j 
undorstoad. hoivever that the chief rci.'a.ins equally responsible; 

COnsiDERIi^G that the accused's taslc and ro^qjcnsifaility both as adjutant 
and transport officer nust be leaked at also in this liiiit, as has been 
shcr.m fra.’ the investication at t!:e sittin^, nar.-.ely, that as adjutant he 
enjoyed considerable independence, especially in the absence cf the naval 
oomandant, and as ti’anspcrt officer had so r.iuch to say on the ^cufads of 
his mvi"t’.ti .nal training and practical ocpurionce that alncst everything 
concerned vritli transport by sea was entirely loft to the aesused, os 
cacploined clearly and in detail by v/itnoss OSUGI; 

CONSIDERING that accused understood this very well ’.diich could bo clearly 
scon frer. his hosiotatinc and varying ans’./ors to the question, in -.vhioh 
quality did ho ;jivo orders fren superiors or, as he ^/ishes it to appear, 
pass on a superiai’ order; 

COi'ISIDSRIiG tiiat v.ltnoss OSUGI declared naion^ other thin::s that ho v/as 
not there at the tine the sliip left, •..•hicli tlic accused denies obstinately, 
in '..iiich case the adjutant - here accused - as was shovm in practice could 
act indojjendcntly; and even if fatness OSUGI in drier to cover liii-^self is 
not speaking the 'tanith on this point, then tlie acoxised as transport officer 
enjoyed independeojo to such a de^eo tlu.t the P, o.'.Y, transport in question 
vois loft to hin entirely; 

CONSIDERIiCG that tlie accused ori£iinrJJ.y stated tliat tJie order on the 
quay-side to erbaik was given by hin an adjutant Init after a lencthy 
hesinfcation changed this to " as trivnsport officer", by doing \diich tlie 
accused, in tlic opinion of the Court, has aclwiowlcdged liis guilt - thougii 
probably witliout kneeing it - on tb.e ^^rounis tliat as transport officer and 
pro-e:.-an(ftly an expoi-t in liic natter he occupied a cuch stronger position 
than 03 adjutant, \diich ’M-as not at all a position for an expert but v.hich 
took its irportance fra: being tJiat of confidant and ri^txt-hanl to the 
Naval Conrendant, 

In tlteoiy tiie oldest officer on the staff held the intemediatc post 
as deputy Ifavi^l Cot.».nndant; ho havovor, even as tlio NavaJ. Cao^anlant hir.’.3elf, 
vriJJ. have deferred to hin ^accuscd_7 in his quality as .-in expert transport 
officer, ~ 

COKSIDERIiG that it has been satisfiictoridy established that the order 
fron ■Kio Naval. Cci-jnand in nourabaya wan oooohod in the general tem:"aa 
soon as tiiere is •"ji opportunity of sliipping", v/hich nust .be tm.lerstood as, 

"as soon as a suitable ship is available", i.c. "to take prisoners of ’./ar 
froQ I'ocassar to Sourabaya". 

CDNSIDERIKG that tlie carrying out of tliis or.ler nust therefore be 
entirely placed to the responsibility of the Naval Cejo ain. at Maccaosar, 
all tlie blane fallin£-; on the accused '.vlio, as rop'-ated above, was the rnn 
actually responsible for carrying it out, it being understood tiiat in 
theory tlio Con.andant or the oldest officer on the sttih’ -.aist be.or tlie 
uitij.v.ite responsibility; * 

COlISIDEitINC- that i.lieiitlie accused was on the quaj- for tile cnbarkation 
- tiiis occiuTcd t-eico - ho idth his or./n eyes have seen in i.iiat in 
inhuj.vin the P.o.V.','a were .stowed aruy and hinself can liave noticed in 
wliat a bodily condition nost of tie s.iid P.o. ./. * weit; 

CCKiSIDERIiG tha.t tie moused ou.p;it tier, to lia.ve realised once r.iorv; 

•..hat risks for t.o P. o.'.V. s '.fere -.ttado-d to .iuoii .% tivTin^port, iJJ. of-which 
should have resti'aincd liln fry. .-iving ti- oi\ta* to 
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CdiSEOlHiG th:it on fprounda of:.tho nbovo cvi(I»jnco the Court-nnrtinl 
consiiors it loyally and convincingly proved tliat the incrii.dnatirc 
acts as c^v-n aberro ;Torc casaittod, producing; tJic cri:.io to bo qualifiud 
in tlic dicvja - and that accused is guilty thoroof, ^.iioroforc he deserves 
to be declared guilty and sentenced to purdslii-iont; 

CdBIDERINJ wi-th the regard td the punishnont, t!iat tlie Court v/ill take 
into consideration that in spite of the reckless und»irta!d.ng t!ao tanker 
arrived safely and without incidents in Sourabaya harbaijr and that tlie 
accused, under the tlircat of the landings tnkijig place in Soutli Celebes, 
probably tool: nore lisks than would have boon the case in quieter tines, 
while ticrj v.’as equal risl: for the Japanese troops on board, so that hero 
a lonien'- punislir.;ent sliould be a\/ardcdj
